ie & have already sent you a memorandum with the terms of the 
resolution of the National Security Council providing that a survey 
should be made of the activities of the Central Intellicence Agemy 
and their relationships to those of other Departments and Agencies, 

2. Ae a result of our further discussions on this subject it 
_ w&y be helpful if I set forth my understanding regarding the scope 
ef the survey and the procedures to be fullowed. 

3- The survey will canprise primarily a thorouzh and compre~ 
hensive examination of the structure, aduinistration, activities 
and inter-agency relationships of the Central Intelligence Agency 
ag outlined in the resolution of the National Security Council. It 
Will also include an examination of such intellizence activities 
of other Government Departments and Agencies as relate to the ne« 
“ional security in order to make Hac teneia dons for their effective 
operation and overall coordination. On behalf of the National 
Security Council I will undertake to seek the cooperation in this 
survey of those Goverment Departments and Agencies not represented 
en the Council which have an interest in intelligence as relates to 


mational security. 
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4. The survey group will submit from time to tine 
recosmendations on individual probleas which need to be brought 
te the attention of the Council, Problems concerning CIA will 
be given priority over those involving other Agencies. It is 
contemplated that the survey will be completed and final report 
sutmitted on or before 1 January 1949. 

Sq» It is my unterstanding that at your request Er. Forrestal 
has agreed to lend to the investigating group the services of 
Mr. Robert Blum to head the staff work, I would appreciate the — 
group's advice as to additional staff members it may require in 
erder that I may clear them for this work. The sembars of the 
staff, when cleared by the heads of the agencies concerned, will 
be given access to information and facilities required for the 
survey in the same manner as provided for your group in the 
Council's resolution, 

6. Compensation and expenses for the members of the investi« 
gating group and its staff will be paid for out of funds available 
te the Rational Security Council and the Central Intelligence 
Agency,

further assistance which you may require in conducting your survey.
